If using a washer, o three- 
minute run Js pencratly 
suMcient. To hasten the dry- 
ing of small pieces, such ng crity 
blankets, press out excess 
moisture by rollins: for a few 
moments in Turkish towels. 
Slow drying nt moderate tem- 
perature is best for all woollens. 
They should never be exposed 
to excessive heat, direct sun 
or freezing temperatures,
